GROH CONVICTED 
AUTO KILLING 


Wife Is Freed of Blame in 
Policeman’s Death. 


David 8S. Groh, head of a private 
detective agency at 68 West Wash- 
ington street, and a former department 
of justice agent, was found guilty of 
manslaughter by a jury in Judge 
Harry Fisher's court last night, in con- 
nection with the death of South Park 
Policeman Michael Collins on Jan. 2, 
1921. Mrs. Groh, tried on the same 
charge, was acquitted. 

According to the evidence submitted 
by the state, Groh and his wife were 
riding in the Groh automobile at a high 
rate of speed when at 55th street and 
Ashland avenue tle machine crashed 
into a street car. The collision didn’t 
damage the Groh car, which kept on 
going. 

Jumps on Running Board. 

At 55th and Racine streets Groh, 
who was driving, slowed down for a 
crossing. Policeman Collins jumped 
on the running board. Groh tried by 
various means to shove him off. Final- 
ly, according to the testimony of Dan- 
ie] Bristow, an eye-witness, Groh delib- 
erately Side-swiped another machine. 
Collins, fatally crushed, fell to the 
street. 

The case was given to the jury at 
4:10 yesterday afternoon. The first 
Ballot stood 11 to 1 for murder, the 
third 8 to 4 for murder. The fourth 
ballot resulted in a compromise on a 
manslaughter verdict. The fifth bal- 
lot acquitted Mrs. Groh of complicity. 

New Trial Is Asked. 

Attorney Arthur A. Huebsch made 
a motion for a new trial. Judge Fisher 
will rule on it next Saturday morning. 
Neither of the Grohs, who live at 4416 
North Lincoln street, would comment 
on the verdict.

DUBLIN, Jan. 7.—The republic of 
Ireland is dead; long live the Irish 
l’ree State. 

The republic died at 9:10 p. m. to- 
night when the chairman of Dail 
‘Eireann announced a vote-on the 
treaty of peace with England. Sixty- 
four voted for the treaty and fifty 
seven against it. | 

Before the vote was announced the 
news of how it was going had reached 
the many thousands assembled outside 
the National university and round 
after round of cheers disturbed the 
calm of the assembly, which a few 
minutes later was thrown into as 
great a fever of excitement itself. The 
end came after the l@hg weary debate 
lasting nearly a month, with an inter- 
ruption for the Christmas holidays.

Eamon de Valera was elected presi- 
dent of the “Irish republic” by the 
Irish national assembly in 1919. He 
was in hiding then, hunted by British 
troops, following his sensational es- 
cape from Lincoln prison. 

He was born in New York City. His 
mother, before her marriage to the 
Spaniard, was Kate Coll, native of 
County Limerick, Ireland. Shortly be- 
fore the Irish rebellion of 1916, he was 
teaching Gaelic at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Dublin. Then he became a 
major in the Irish forces. After a long 
stand he surrendered and was sen- 
tenced to be shot, a sentence later 
commuted to life imprisonment. 

Michael Collins, who gained in power 
during the last year, both at war and 
at peace, is considered the logical suc- 
cessor to De Valera as leader, although 
an older man may be chosen as the 
first premier. 

The Sinn Fein organization which 
concluded the peace agreement with 
Great Britain was formed in 1905 for 
the purpose of boycotting all things 
English in Ireland. Arthur Griffith, 
signer of the present treaty, was one 
of the prime movers in the organiza- 
tion of Sinn Fein.

Mr. Steele declared in this newspaper 
orf. Dec. 12, 1920, that eventual peace 
would be reached through preponder 
ance of the moderate element in the 
Sinn Fein. 

At the time -this statement was 
made, Irish warfare was at its peak 
and Arthur Griffith, said then by Mr. 
Steele to be the moderate leader and 
real spokesman of the Irish republi- 
cans, was in prison. He forecast ac 
curately the release of Mr. Griffith. 
Pubsequent developments*have proven 
the accutacy of his information and 
belief. 


The «consultations begun in Mr. 
Steele’s office never ceased until the 
treaty was drafted and signed in Lon. 
don, though they were interrupted 
many times by fresh outbreaks of vio- 
lence, such as the burning of Cork, 
thé Manchester rioting and the Croke 
Park, Dublin, shootings. It is signifi- 
cant that the final result of the meet- 
ings brought together in Downing 
street Mr. Lloyd George and the very 
Irish leaders whose representative: 


ferred to Collins as “the man who 
won the war.” 

Mr. Collins arose and said he thought 
they were discissing the treaty, not 
personalities. Deputy Brennan re- 
marked that if things were said about 
Collins by the minister of defense, 
there would be a lot to say about other 
people. 

Burgess, resuming, declared that 
Michael Collins was merely a subordi- 
nate in the chief of staff's office, and 
that the staff, with one exception, did 
its work without notoriety. But Mr. 
Collins had been taken up by the press 
correspondents. 

As to the oath which, it was alleged, 
Mr. de Valera was willing to take—it 
had been submitted to"the cabinet, but 
there was no dgreement and it was 
dropped.

The only one of the delegates who 
really wanted the treaty, Mr. Burgess 
asserted, was Arthur Griffith.

of the Irish republic. If Griffith had 
not then agreed, he would not be in 
public life today. He had not abided 
by that, Burgess said, but had brought 
back a treaty and said the war was 
won.

It is the purpose of the constabulary bill to give 
this protection and the men who oppose it are help- 
ing the murderers, making more crimes inevitable, 
the loss of more lives certain. 

The lilinois State Federation of Labor is circulat- 
ing a statement by Victor A. Olander, its secretary- 
treasurer, in opposition to the establishment of a 
state constabulary for the protection of the coun- 
tryside. The bill was defeated in the legislature 
last year. The federation wants to defeat it in the 
next session and leave the country roads and coun- 
try homes unprotected for another two years—or 
forever. 

The federation, through Mr. Olander, objects to 
the constabulary because it is to be organized into 
troops and have such officers as captains, lieuten- 
ants, sergeants, and corporals, “This, says the 
statement, makes a mijitary force. The city police 
have captains and lieutenants and sergeants. The 
national guard is a military organization. Both 
are available to handle industrial disorders. The 
labor objection to the constabulary is an objection 
to the police and the guard. ‘ | 
«It is objected further that the constabulary would 
consist largely or completely of unmarried men, be- 
cause they would live in barracks, and that “ they | 
would have no private or public ties of any kind 
except the will of their commanding officer.” 

That is, they would be constantly on duty, on 
parole and in station, subject to instant: call in 
case of the discovery of a crime, equipped to take | 
up the pursuit instantly and catch the criminals 
who now escape by unprotected repds in high power 
cars.

WHY WE'RE “DIFFERENT.” 
EHAVIOR and personality are be- 
ing investigated and voluminous- 
ly written about from three dif- 
ferent standpoints. 

One group of investigators approaches 
thy subject from the social -standpoint. 
They write about the secial causes of 
good and bad behavior and their social 
effects as we'l. T8 my mind, they clearly 
make out a case. A large part of the 
disease of mind and of social reaction 
which brings so “much misery in the 
world is the result of social cayses. 

Another group approaches the shay 
from the standpoint of instinet>--~They 
say that individuals who do not fit ‘in 
are so because of themsclves rather than 
their environmental influences. But they 
Study the underlying causes in instince- 
tive reactions, and much of the responsi- 
bility for instinctive behavior runs back 
to the forebears. 

The closest analytical, scientific studies 
are these made by investigators of in- 
stinctive behavior. 


A third group thinks the individual is 
more responsible than is his environment, 
but they lay the results to the workings 
of the ductless giands. 

In this group is Dr. L. W. Berman 
of Columbia university, who has written 
a book, “Glands Regulating Pepson- 
ality.” 

The ductless glands are those, the 
secretion of which is absorbed directly 
into the blood stream. ‘They are many, 
and no two lists of them are exactly the 
same. The reason is that the products 
of every chemically active tissue in the 
body are in some measure absorbed into 
the blood stream, and in consequence, in 
listing the glands which contribute di- 
rectly to the blood, where are we to draw 
the line? x 

Dr. Berman says the three master 


t\glands are the pituitary, the adrenals, 


and the thyroid. ‘Those in the second 
rank are the gonads, or sex glands, the 
thymus, the parathyroids, and the pineal. 


In the third rat ure the pancreis and 
the liver. ‘@ 

Others would increase each of these 
lists and make other ranks by adding 
other tissyes. But sdme of these glands 
are really two glands, and sometimes 
two conflicting glands at that. 

The pituitary is located in a small bony 
cayity found back of the eyes and Qove 
the nasal passages. its anterior lobes 
make for male characteristics, mental, 
physica!, and temperamental, and its 
posterior Jobes control female character- 
istics. Some people get in trouble be- 
cause there is an improper balance as 
between the front and the back pituitary 
lobes. 

Next in importance, from the stand- 
point of welfare, are the adrenals, but 
here, too, there are two parts. The cor- 
tex has to do with pigmentation’ of the 
skin, muscle development, and power, 
and that ‘social quality called “ drive.” 
The medulla has to do with distri- 


body, comfort, and the vegetative func- 
tions. 

The gonads have to do with reproduc- 
tion of the species, and also with pecu- 
liarfties of the body, mind, and emotions. 
However, there is no agreement as to 
whether these qualities are located in 
different gections of the glands. 

We ‘can see why no two\lists of the 
ductless glands should contain the same 
number entries.

Judge Joseph B. David yesterday 
commended the stand taken by Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Schools Peter A.

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BRITISH IN INDIA GAY AMID RUMBLES OF REVOLT : 


BY A GLOBE TROTTER. 
ALCUTTA, Dec. 10.—I have been 
observing India. Alongside the 
native unrest, apart from it yet 
threatened by it, is the pleasant, 
various life of the British stations in 
this land, 

I don’t mean that all the stations 
are pleasant. Some in the northwest 
are infernal with blue heat, and come 
on the east coast are up-stage. But 
down on the west coast, especially in 
Malabar, where the Muplahs cut loose, 
there is a genial tradition of friend'i- 
ness to the white stranger and general 
good fellowship among residents. 

In Calicut alone the old British-In- 
dian institution of Saturday night din- 
ners holds on. Once in thirty years 
has a Saturday night or 
morming been cheerless cut, 
and that was just after the bloody fray 
with the Moplahs last September at 
Pokattur. That week the British had 
dead to mourn, but the week before 


they had sat down for the wsual poker 
and limerick singing around the table. 
(Failure to respond with a limerick 
means drinks all around.) But that 
time they sat with their six-shooters 
beside them. 
Tough on “the Trade.” 

Up north, I understand, a civitian 
hasn’t a Chinaman’s chance in many 
clubs. The ladies look him over and

Into this society dark skins seldom 
—almost never—penetrate. In Madras 
Lady Willingdon, the governor's wife, 
was unable to invite Hindu guests to 
one of the clubs. It was “against the 
rules.” and in British India rules are 
not made to be broken. 

Sometimes a light-skinmed Parsee 
slips in. The Parsees, being rich mer- 
chants and numerically weak, have 
sought refuge in the British connec- 
tion, a fact which has roused the Mos- 
lems and Hindus against them. But 
for the most part they and the native 
officials hang on at the fringe af Brit- 


But the Eura- 
ajans are despised by British and na- 
tives alike; and as for the mass of 
Hindus and Moslems, they are as far 
from the gay life of the stations as 
they are from the West End, London.

While extremists 
were rioting at Bombay, the British 
team was beating the Parsees at their 
annual cricket match.

Term “Boxing” Too Mild. 


Those who watched this struggle of 
fighters saw a scrap which erase! 
from their minds the term “ boxing.” 
It was advertised as a boxing match, 
but far too mild is this term for what 
happened in the Pocatello ring. It was 
a “fight,” in all that that word im- 
plies. 

It wasn’t long after the first gong 
started them into action in the initial 
round that everybody at the ringside 
saw that the battle as to be a strug- 
gie—a match which meant the sur- 
vival of the fittest. It was not a mat- 
ter of the number of rounds, it was a 
matter of just how ‘long they coulda 
continue the struggle under punish- 
ment without falling. 


Fury Beats Generalship. 


Terrible Terry, the more sturdy of 
the pair of hard punching feathers, 
the least clever, knowing just one way 
of fighting, fought in just that one 
way, and all the cleverness, ring gen- 
eralship, and ringcraft of -tilbane was 
futile. 

But Kilbane never would have been 
in that ring to hear the clang of the 
gong starting the ninth session had it 
hot been for his cleverness. Undoubt- 
edly he would have been groveling ir 
the rosin long before that. He might 
have been finished in the second, third, 
orany of the following rounds, but he 
wasn't, because he resorted to won- 
derful generalship, and saved himself 
from the damaging force of Terrible 
Terry's bombardments. 

But the finish was inevitable. Soon- 
fr or later Kilbane must crumple ‘un- 
der the withering fire of the boy from 
Brooklyn. That time came in the 
ninth round, but from the third round 
om it appeared that almost any session 
might see McGovern score a knockout. 


Rushes with Piston Blows.

Kilbane was not completely knocked 
out. He was battered to exhaustion, 
and he might have got to his feet in 
that ninth if his head could have con- 
troied his motions, but his body was 
00 weak for the effort and he was 
forced to remain on the floor while the 
referee counted the ten seconds which 
Meant the triumph of McGovern. 


Three Knockdowns. 

There were three knockdowns, and 
tach time Kilbane was the boy to visit 
the canvas. In the sixth round, dur- 
ing a terrific bombardment in the cen- 
ter of the ring, McGovern shot a hard 
right which caught Cleveland Johnny 
on the jaw. That wallop lacked suffi- 
Gent steam to register a knockout, but 
it had enough force to jolt Kilbane off 
a feet and he landed in a sitting pos- 
ure, 

He took a count of seven that time, 
and when he regained his feet he em- 
Poyed defensive tactics and lasted

IS JACK DEMPSEY SLIPPING? 


HERE will the man come from 

who is to beat Jack Dempsey? 

That question has been with- 

Opt an answer since Dempsey 

knocked out Willard at Toledo, and 

today there is little chance of solving 
the puzzle. 

One of the greatest heavyweight 
champions we ever had, Dempsey 
Stands absolutely alone. ‘There isn’t 
a rival in sight. Yet one of these days 
some youngster will shoot up to the 
front rank in the heavyweight class 
and challenge Dempsey’s right to hold 
the title. There never was a champion 
yet who couldn’t be knocked out, and 
there never will be a man so good that 
a better may not come up to take his 
place, 


Dempsey’s rige to the championship 
Was one of the most sensational in all 
the long history of the ring. ‘He is the 
only champion we ever had who de- 
veloped his fighting powers in short 
fights. Most of the others fought toa 
finish, or in battles scheduled from 


forty-five down to twenty rounds, and 


their fights often went to a decision. 


Dempsey K. O.’s Twenty-five. 
Dempsey has won twenty-five fights 


-in the first round, sit of these in 1915- 


16, two in 1917, twelve in 1918, and 
five in 1919. Among the dangerous 
heavyweight he knocked out in a round 
were Jim Flynn, Battling Johnson, Al 
Norton, Charlie Miller, Arthur Pelky, 
Porky Flynn, and Fred Fulton. 


He knocked Champion: Jess Willard 
down seven times in the first round 
and really knocked him out then, Wil- 
lard being on the floor at the end of 
the round, saved by the calling of 
time, dragged to his corner, and saved 
again by an accident to the bell which 
gave him about a minute of extra time 
which enabled him to recover and come 
up again.

From his start in the ring in 1915 to 
last July 2, when he beat Carpentier, 
Dempsey has been a marvel ‘among 
heavyweight boxers. 


Is Dempsey Slipping? 


In my opinion Dempsey has passed 
the height of his career, and from now 
on will slip back slowly until he meets 
the man who will eventually beat him 
and take the championship. But it is 
likely to be years before that happens. 


Dempsey takes better care of him- 
self than any other heavyweight cham- 
pion in history. In spite of all his ex- 
cellent’ qualities Dempsey, is slipping 
back. And for only one reason. He 
can’t get matches to keep him inter- 
ested in the ring and to keep his eye 
sharp and his hitting judgment keen. 


Jack Tells of Brennan. 


I talked this over with Dempsey re- 
cently. ; 

“What did you think of me in the 
Brennan fight?” asked Jack. 

“ Why—you weren’t up to form,” I 
said. 

“Huh!” snorted Dempsey. 
I didn’t have any such thing! 

‘If I had been the way I was at To- 
ledo, or when I fought Fulton and was 
full of ambition, Brennan wouldn't 
have gone much past the first round. 
The trouble was that my ambition was 
dull. I had the title and only had to 
hang on to it. I had nothing to work 
for. I trained for the match three or 
four times, and it was postponed. I 
got sick of training and didn’t care. 

“In the ring with Brennan I was 
just slugging and being slugged, with 
no pep—no drive. I had to drag my- 
self instead of having fod hold myself 
back. I had to work hard to finish 
him. I was a bum, if you want to 
know what I think. What did you 
think of the Carpentier fight?” 


“Form! 


have the Toledo spirit, but you had 
speed and strength and skill.” - 


“T had nothing,” said Dempsey, 
gloomily. “If you want to know what 
I think of that fight, we were a pair of 
bums. I had to train hard for two 
months for a fight I knew I could win. 
For the first time in my life training 
was a grind. I hated it. I had to do 
it, but it made me weary. It wasn’t 
fun to fight Carpentier—it was a job. 


Fighting Used to Be Fun. 


“In the old’ days, when I could 
fight every week, I was always in 
shape and I loved fighting. It was 
sport every time I got into a ring. I 
only needed a couple of days’ training, 
because I was always fit. Now.my 
fights are so far apart I forget all 
about the fun of it. I have to take off 
weight. I have to go through a train- 
ing grind. And by the time the fight 
date comes along I'm tired of the whole 
show. 

‘“‘Some day some husky young fellow 
will come along, just the way I did,” 
said Dempsey, “and then perhaps I’ll 
have my turn being hit on the chin. 
No man is too good jo be licked. When 
I feel that I’m up against it the old 
ambition is going to rise up in me and 
you'll see a fight while it lasts.” 


High Spot Has Passed. 


As long as Dempsey feels that way 
about it there’s little doubt the high 
spot in his career lies behind. If some. 
great fighter came up, ambition might 
stir in him again, and he might pre- 
pare and fight with the old eager spirit. 
But even then he won't be starting from 
the perfect condition he had when get- 
ting ready for Toledo, and he may not 
reach the same magnificent fighting 
form.

When any one buys a bond he its in 
reality loaning the company the purchase 
price and he recefves in return the com- 
pany’s promissory note (the bond) which 
is an agreement to pay a fixed sum of 
money on a specific date, with a fixed 
rate of interest to be paid at certain in- 
tervals. This is usually secured by a 
definite claim or lien on the company’s 
property or assets. Bond interest and 
principal must be paid when due, where- 
as dividends on stock ase only paid if, 
after this interest and other charges} 
have been paid, there still. remain 
enough earnings to warrant the direct- 
ors in declaring a dividend. In other 
words, bond interest is a prior obliga- 
tion and must always be supported at 
the expense of dividends. Furthermore, 
in the trust agreement of bond fssues 
precaution is usually taken to prevent 
the creation of fut indebtedness 
that could become a r lien to the 
bonds, while there is nothing to prevent 
the stockholders who are in control from 
imposing on the company obligations 
that shall be a charge upon the revenues 
to be met before dividends on stock are 
paid.

During the spendthrift period that followed the war folks went to the 
play as they bought furs and silk shirts—regardless. Entertainments good, 
bad, and indifferent did a thriving business; eight, tén, or twelve dollars 
for a pair of tickets was nothing, and every one, as a matter of course, wanted 
the best seats. Then came the wave of thrift, and the showmen were left 
high and dry on the threshold of a disastrous season. They kept on pro- 
ducing, but now the public, instead of accepting their offerings indiscrim- 
inately, is choosing the plays it likes and ignoring the rest. 

So we have the spectacle of many failures—plays that languish for a 
week or two and fade into quick oblivion-yand, in striking contrast, a few 
favored entertainments making new long run records and enormous profits. 
In the midst of the general state of desolation one Cpicago theater, during 
holiday week, took in the enormous sum of $43,000. Another, with a dramatic 
attraction at comparatively moderate prices, achieved a total of more than 
$29,000 for the seven days. The receipts at a third were $22,000 and at. a 
fourth $21,000. 

In New York one theater equaled the Chicago record, taking in $43,000, 
with two others close behind. And the same week, so prosperous for some, 
had its record of disaster for others. The ambitious repertory company of 
Wilton Lackaye and his associates abandoned its first production, a reviva! 
of “ Trilby,” and gavé up the ghost after a career of precisely fourteen days. 

With Mr. and Mrs. Public thus using discretion in their choice of plays. 
it seems reasonable to suppose that they are turning their thoughts to econ. 
omy in their choice of seats. When a few more galleries have been “sold 
out” at 60 cents and a few more main floors left untenanted at $3. ee it 
may be that theater prices will come down.

And so it is with the book of Thucydides, the first his 
tory of its kind; the first to examine and define the springs and motives of 
political action, to search out the heart of man as citizen. The passing of three 
and twenty centuries has neither tarnished nor invalidated it. It remains pure 
zolé—when {t is not shining marble. Not alone was it the first of ite’ kind in’ 
point of time; it is still the first in point of merit. Even time itself seems to 
stand abashed before {| and minimizes it not. ‘It was the model of the ancients, 
and they never surpassed it, not even Tacitus; a century and three-quarters ago 
it was the delight of the poet Gray, himself most pure of stylists; in the Vic- 
torian days, when Macaulay was fashioning the seventeen years of William into 
a pageantry almost ble, he kept the book by him for inspiration and 
example, and oft confessed that it made faint the heart of higi; and James Ford 
Rhodes, in our day, while ever acclaiming Thucydides, echoes Macaulay’s note 
of despair, saying once to a great assemblage of his colleagues in historical 
composition that the Athenian “ digested his materia] and compressed his nar- 
rative, withuut taking the life out of the story, in a manner to make us despair.” 
Nor is he the despair of pundits alone. Consider the men who hurry! 
from street to street, from man to man, from city to city, collecting the infor- 
mation that goes into newspapers. They must be ex tious, compact, and

abstained from touching the dead, or, touching them, themselves died; how 
despair instantly took from many men the power of resistance, how others 
“died like sheep” from nursing each other, how atil} others threw fear of 
gods and law of man to the winds and “ now coolly ventured on what they 
had formerly done in a corner,” and how “death was raging within the city 
and devastation without.” 


There it stands, austere, unforced, exact, actual—so actual that, as you 
read, you say, “ These might have beef my people, or yours! "—a living picture 
of woe, squalor, disease, of causes and effects, of men anguish and spiritual 
decay, and yet not one note of sensationalism for sensation’s sake in it. A 
picture, in the fine phrase of Euripides (“lon”), of “a. city Full of 
And this is the supreme marvel: You could get every line of it into two columns 
of this newspaper. In the English of Crawley it makes 1,776 words. In the 
Greek it is fewer. . 


And the funeral oration of Pericles! Those nine pages, it often seems to 
me, a man should read, uncovered and standing, every Memorial day as long 
as he lives—ought to read them by himself, but aloud, slowly, humbly, as he 
would read a book of devotions. I ‘think of those nuggets of the political 
wisdom of Thucydides as pure gold, but of the funeral oration of Pericles as 
white marble. “Of Pericles,” men say, but, like’most of the speeches in the 
book, ‘tis more of Thucydides than of the uUftering speaker. Nearly a fourth of

It is the story of a man, tangled in the mesh of a happy marriage, making 
now and then the feeblest attempts at rebellion against the security and the 
eventiess happiness of his life ag a successful hus. - 
‘band and father, and of his sudden tearing of the 
cords, of his ecstacy of freedom, and of his final 
complete enmeghmient in the net of convention. 

Like all Mr. Hergesheimer’s novels, it has a 
fundamentally artistic idea. A man bewitched by a 
doH, as the sublimization of dn emotion, is af. idea 
which the ordinary novelist would not touch. It is 
too subtle, too difficult a one, to develop with con- 
viction. | 
Whether Mr. Hergesheimer has succeeded or 
not wil) largely be a matter of the personal conwic- 
tions and reactions‘ of the reader, I should say. 

To me he has succeeded artistically. but not #i™ 
realistically. I mean, he has created a character and \f 
an atmosphere which has an artistic verity, but not 
an actuality. The comparison is perhaps too ob- 
vious, but one @ammot help thinking that “ Cytherea ” 
is a.“ This Side of Parade” the other sid& of forty. 
The “atmosphere” is that same ultra modern, ultra 
explanatory one—every one talking about how wicked the world hag become 
and how much they enjoy being untrammeled in their emotions. But the 
emotees are not fledglings in the toils of Cytherea. They are old: enough to be 
able to talk about the way they feel. They have not the reticences of youth. 
They analyze thélr feelings with.completeness and a show of ytter-honesty, 
a sort of post-wamhysteria.; I suspect that “Cytherea” is really another and 
‘more artistio “ What’s the World Coming To?” veiled in Mr. Hergeshéimer’s— 
at times—lovely writing. Not so‘luringly veiled as most of his writing, how- 
ever, for ‘Cyth has practically none of kis brilliant five-sensuous charm. 
Fragrances are merély recorde@® they are not re-created. Sounds are de- 
scribed, not communicated. Colors are words, not vibrations of light. Foods 
and wines are merely megus and not vicarious foys of the palate. He does not 
vivify the finger tips of the reader’s mind. Whether he has lost that quality, 
I fo-not know. Cytherea has it so rarely as to seem the work of another man.

Ordinarily these 
bodies are the merest moving specks 
in the sky. They are so faint and 
go so slowly that it is a difficult task 
to photograph them. While some as- 
teroids are bodies a few hundred miles 
in diameter, the majerity are hardly 
more than flying rocks out in space, 
the size of mountains or less. They 
are constantly coming and going, like 
motes in a sunbeam.”

and profitiess that few astronomers 
do it. For this reason asteroids are 
constantly being discovered and get- 
ting lost again, and unless the obviect 
is unusually interesting no vre follows 
it to know whether it is a rew body 
or not. 

“I remember a few years ago I saw 
a little asteroid named Leutetia. ap- 
parently just graze one of Jupiter's 
moons. Actually the asteroid wus 
somewhere about midway between 
the earth and Jupiter, but it came 
squarely into line with the two, and 
for a few hours appeared like a fifth 
moon of Jupiter’s train. It was faint 
and small and distinctly gieen. A 
few astronomers, fortunately  situ- 
ated geographically, actually saw it 
go in front of a moon, but I did not 
see this. They described it vs a email 
disc, smaller than the dise of ihe moon, 
paler, and in sharp contrast to the 
yellow tinge of Jupiter’s satellite. 

“I have seen other astervids with 
high powers. Usually they are merely 
little starlike dots of light, but occa- 
sionally they have sensible diameters. 
If we could get near one, we would 
undoubtedly see a great jarged lump

Farm- 
gs frankly admit they are peeved and 
ire going to let it be known they are 
satisfied with the recent decision of 
the Illinois tax commission which ap- 
a tentative added vaiuation of 
59,000,000 to farm lands. This raised 
land owners’ taxes $225,000 for 1921. 
The farmers feel an injustice was 
nna them when the tax commission 
put 2 higher valuation of its own on 
jands, the while accepting the figures 
gf the county board of review fop 
other classes of property for state tax- 
gtion purposes, according to farm bu- 
regu leaders. Organized farmers— 
194,000 of them in Iilinois—are going 
tp devote more attention to taxation 
this year than ever before. 

Much is being said about reducing 
the corn acreage in Illinois this year, 
put it will be left to the farmer to make 
the final decision. An attempt will be 
made at the Springfield meeting to 
fnd out how the farmers feel about 
eutting down the 1922 corn crop. It is 
anew problem, never before greatly 
discussed at the state-wide meeting, but 
fgures will be given at the meeting 
sowing that large crops and low 

are old and inseparable friends; 
and it is expected farmers will be 
gnanimous in advocating & corn acre- 
age reduction. 

The knot in the log will be struck, 
waders believe, when an attempt is 
made to decide upon the best method 
of bringing about the necessary reduc- 
tion. Is it to be done by replacing corn 
with legumes? Through the waiting 


for low prices and Weather conditions 


to bring about a natural and economic 
eut in acreage of corn? Or through 
farmers’ decision to make a definite cut 
in acreage? 
Some acreage reduction policy will 
fo doubt be adopted at the meeting. 
Yotes up to the present time indicate 
there will be a straightout cut.

With this organization well on 
iis way, and the constructive period 
ip the life of the bureau reached, lead- 
@s expect to put more business into 
linois agriculture during the next few 
years than every before.

Overstocked bins, .producte moving 
slowly at a low price, running ex- 
penses out of balance with returne on 
products, annual obligations to be met, 
credit tight, and final plans for the 
coming crop season to be decided upon 
within a few weeks—all of theese 
showed up on the invoice sheet when 
farmers took stock of their business 
at the beginning of the new' year. 

All of these puzzling things ere 
brought out by representative farmers 
in the middle states in letters received 
neces to in- 
quiries sent out asking farmers to 
point out their greatest worries and to 
suggest ways of correcting the ills of 
agriculture. : 

The necessity for limiting the pro- 
duction of corn this year, the need of 
a@ more efficient system of distributing 
farm products, and an appeal for a 
closer coéperation between producers 
and consumers are the outstanding 
things in the following letters written 
by farmers: 


HITS MARKETING AGENCIES. 


HE farmer's crime has been that, 
while industries laid down and 
curtailed production, he has 
‘plodded ahead, producing all 
that he could and trusting to the 
existing marketing agencies to find 
outlet for his products. In this those 
marketing agencies have utterly failed. 
It is a great injustice to the consum- 
ing public when the farmer is com- 
pelled to curtail production, as did the 
cotton growers last season, in order 
to make a reasonable profit. It is un- 
fair to the consumer because the short 
crop must sell for a higher price than 
the large one in order to yield the same 
profit. Of course, the farmer, with- 
out agitation, will proceed to limit pro- 
duction, when he is producing at a loss. 
and, of course, the consumer will be 
the one to suffer. 

The consumer will always be injured 
by any marketing system that makes a 
short crop more profitable than a large 
one. It is time for the consumers of 
America to wake up and inquire why 
a short crop is worth more than a large 
one, even when the supply is eagerly 
wanted abroad. It is time for the con- 
sumers to investigate with open and 
candid mind the absurdity of the situa- 
tion, when a bumper crop can be pro- 
duced at such tremendous loss as to 
imperil the very economic life of the 
nation. When they do investigate they 
will find just one thing which will rem- 
edy the situation. You can ¢all it “ the 
law of equal reaction.”” You can call it 
a “square deal.” You can call it “ co- 
operation.” You can call it the “ golden 


rule.”’ 
Law Is Absolute, 


and invariable. The advantage of the 
golden rule in operation is chiefly for 
the one practicing it, for if he can 
stop the pendulum before it crushes the 
one at the other end of the stroke it 
will not swing back to strike him with 


make it as profitable to produce a iarge 
crop as @ small one. The large crop 
would .then be the universal aim and 
the price to the consumer could be 


materially reduced. But at this point 


such violence, 
If the marketing agencies were func-_ 
tidhing propérly they would ‘at least: 


interest in the producers’ price except 
selfish interests, which would enable 
them to extort a margin of profit. They 
have failed because they had no care 
for the consumers’ welfare, which was 
to be jeopardized by the producers’ col- 
lapse. They have failed because they 
did not practice the golden rule. 

Marketing agencies with ‘the inter- 
ests of the producer and the consumer 
at heart would have opened up an out- 
let for our surplus, even if it had to 
be taken to the famine stricken lands 
in exchange for deferred payments or 
for capital investments. As a matter 
of fact the situation in-America would 
be greatly relieved if we got no return 
for surplus except to restore the bal- 
ance at home. Marketing agencies 
with the interests of the producer and 
the consumer at heart would not dis- 
seminate misleading information con- 
cerning the world conditions which 
affect supply and demand.

The word 
must be broadened out until it includes 
the consumer in every walk of life. 
Napoleon Bonaparte and Kaiser Wil- 
helm had perfect organization and co- 
operation within their ranks, but both 
of them failed because they refused 
to consider the right of the other man. 
If our farming organizations under- 
take to override the rights of the pub- 
lic they will be, and should be, over- 
powered, but so long as they adhere 
strictly to the teachings of the Sermon 
on the Mount their position is securely 
fortified, and the nation’s prosperity 
will only await the time when we have 
a marketing medium and a consuming 
public governed by the same funda- 
mental law.

TELLS REALTY 
OWNERS BENEFITS 
OF NEW TAX LAW 


Revenue Act. 


We reprint by request information 
regarding the federal revenue act of 
1921, whitch makes important changes 
in the*income tax law, which was fur- 
nished members of the Chicago Real 
Estate board by John Lule Vette, its 
attorney. He calls attention especially 
to changes which are of especial inter- 
est to realty owners. The effect of the | 
new ruling already ts apparent in rap- 
idly increasing realty sales, and ex- 
perts predict a boom year, especially 
in the moving of large properties. 


BY JOHN LYLE VETTE. 


The large surtaxes imposed have 
heretofore kept off the market much 
rea] estate owned by men of large in- 
comes; this for the obvious reason that 
so large a proportion of the profit 
realized would gO to the government 
in taxes. - 

Section 206 of the new revenue act 
affords considerable relief to this ‘situ- 
ation, but it should be borne in mind 
that it only applies to property the 
sale or exchange of which is consum- 
mated after Dec. 31, 1921, and which 
has been “acquired and held by the 
taxpayer for profit or investment for 
more than two years,” and that it does 
not apply to property held for the per- 
sonal use of the taxpayer or his fam- 
ily, which I suppose excludes the tax- 
payer’s residence from the operation 
of section 206. A case of an apart- 
ment building, one flat of which is oc- 
cupled by the owner, presents a ques- 
tion of construction which perhaps will 
be covered by a department regula- 


tion. 
Taxpayer Has Option. 

In case of a profit made by the sale 
of property not excluded by the limita- 
tions mentioned, the taxpayer may, at 
his option, instead of including such 
profit in his income subject to the reg- 
ular normal ad sgurtax rates, elect to 
pay a special tax of 12% per cent on 
his total capital net gain. 

Capital net gain means the total 
amount of capital gain ever the sum of 
the capital deductions. and capital 
losses, so that if the taxpayer made 
several sales and made a p on some 
and a loss on others he ld have 
to use the net result of all the sales 
in order to avail himself of section 206. 
For example, if he made a $10,000 profit 
on one sale and a $5,000 loss on another 
ue would pay a tax of 12% per cent 
on $5,000 instead of paying 12% per 
cent on $10,000 and deducting the $5.- 
000 loss from other income subject to 
a higher rate. 

Not Less Than 12% Per Cent. 

There is a proviso to the effect that. 
if the taxpayer elects to be taxed under 
| section 206, the total tax paid by him 
‘shall in no case be less than 12% per 
cent of his total net income,
